An elderly woman and a school- 
girl were both probably fatally in- 


jured in two downtown auto acci- 
dents early today. 
Mrs. Carrie Hall, aged 60, of 1231

Eventually he may re- 
open his house here a month or so 
in advance of the mauguration in 
Coder to better suit the convenience 
of those he desires to consult. He 
expecta to resign from the Senate 
about January 10 in pursuance of 
the plan to have Senator-elect Wil- 
lis of Ohio appointed his successor. 

Senator Harding has made it clear 
that he. seeks advice from every 
quarter,: without regard to politics, 
He wilf invite a number of women 
to the councils. He has invited 
three Democrats already—Senators 
Reed and Shields, who are irrecon- 
cilably ‘against the Wilson treaty, 
and Senator Pomerene, who voted 
for it with reservations — and he 
will conéult — Jeffersonians, in- 
cludi ing some who represent Presi- 
dent attitude. 

“I think it is Senator Harding's 
alm.“ said Mr. Daugherty, “to con- 
sult ag many of the leaders of 
American thought as possible before 
he goes into office in order that he 
may be teady with a well-considered 
program, widely approved by the 
country. I know he wishes that no 
time may be lost in initiating the 
new policies that will enable the 
country to settle down—yes, and

decline. 

LODGE ON PEACE TREATY. 

Senator Lodge said that nothing 
would be done with the peace treaty 
even if President Wilson should re- 
submit it at the approaching ses- 
sion. Whether a peace resolution 
will be passed by the new Congress 
or negotiation of a new treaty with 
Germany undertaken will depend 
upon the decision reached by Mr. 
Harding after his conferences with 
leaders Mr. Lodge said. He pro- 
nounced it unfortunate that initia- 
tion of Republican policies must be 
delayed till March 4 and said he 
would support legislation to change 
the Inauguration of a new President 
to early January.

| WNIONIZATION FAILS. 
Thus far in the picking season 


results have followed the attempted 


untonizing of pickers during the 
summer and early fall. 
It was said that about 5000, or 


over half the valley Mexican pick- 
ers at that time had been taken in- 
to the “Federal Union,” a Spanish- 
speaking organization, inaugurated 
by Lester Doane, an organizer of 
the State Federation of Labor. and 
Rudolfo Sanchez, the latter serving 
as secretary-treasurer.

Mrs. Peete’s story regarding the 
shooting of the “Spanish woman” by 
Denton is that the bullet which en- 
tered the woman's breast dropped 
into a plumbing trap in the up-

Statements by many witnesses in

UNNING WILD. 

Over five hundred Russian Commu- 
nists, who have long since been ordered de- 
ported, are still in this country and most 
of them are under bail and permitted to 
run wild until their transportation is ar- 
ranged, ‘It is represented that the govern- 
ment is unable to make the necessary ar- 
rangements for their removal, but that is 
a mighty slim excuse for an administration 
to offer.

Wars OF HIS HIRE. 

Herbert Hoover is urging organized 
labor to accept the idea of having two or 
three wage levels in each trade. This 
would enable, the skified worker to be re- 
‘warded above the deadly average. There 
is mo justice in requiring the employer to 
pay top scale to bottom workmen and the 
rule could not long apply. Mr. Hoover also 
urges the larger use of the shop committee 
in the adjustment of local grievances. A 
shop committee can understand conditions 
that are. beyond the pale of a full-sized 
unton The shop committee can work as 
efficiently with a union as without, although 
ft must be admitted that the Hoover pre- 
scriptions are more in accord with the 
American or open-shop idea. The laborer 
fs worthy of his hire, but the union doesn’t 
pecognize the fact in a practical way. It 


penalizes the efficient workman for the ben- 


efit of the incompetent. 


YING TO BE SAN. 

The Federation of Labor is said to 
have promulgated a policy for the restraint 
of radicalism in its ranks. The organiza- 
tion will hereafter be conservative and 
sane. If there ts a formula that will sup- 
press radicalism the federation best develop 
it at once, ere its reputation be wrecked. 
The federation, like most labor bodies, has 
been swiftly passing into the control of the 
radicals. The leaders who could make the 
most arrogant demands or denounce gov- 


‘ernment in the most incendiary terms were 


the ones who held control. It was neces- 
sary for a man to be violent to command 
ea hearing. The unions would do no work 
save upon their own terms. Now that busi- 
ness has been halted as a result of this 
disturbing condition there ts a willingness 
to reason. There are more workmen now 
than there ix work and the men themselves 
realize that a champion who spends his 
time noisily announcing what he is going 
to do to the employer ie not helping them 
any in keeping the dome fires burning. 

The thefis of motor cars in Los Angeles 
and vicinity only average now about a dozen 
a day. The chilly evenings handicap the 
work of the thieves. 


ITIZENSHIP AND THE LAW. 

One of the most imperative duties of 
good citizenship is respect and obedienc® 
to the law of the land. A citizen is not 
accorded the privilege of obeying only those 
laws of which he approves and which do 
not immediately interfere with his pleas- 
ure and preferences. Even when laws are 
irksome and not completely just they should 
be obeyed while on the statute books, for 
the sake of all laws, for the sake of respon- 
sible government, for the sake of the self- 
respect of the nation. 

And this applies at the present time 
urgently to the Volstead Act for the en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amendment. 
This act bas been passed by Congress, up- 
held by the Supreme Court and has received 
the indorsement of a majority of the peo- 
ple. And the obvious, irrefutable, duty of 
every citizen is to uphold it, to honestly 
respect and personally obey it, no matter 
what their individual preferences may be. 
The fact that many thousands of otherwise 
reputable citizens fee] perfectly justified in 
evading it, if they can, cannot be condoned. 
If that attitude is upbeld in connection with 
the one law it must inevitably hold good 
with other laws, ultimately bringing all laws 
into contempt and ridicule and undermin- 
ing the very foundations of government. 

When doctors, no matter what their pro- 
fessional standing, abuse their privileges 
under the Volstead Act they are “‘undesir- 
able citizens.” Indeed if any citizen whose 
commerce or profession offers special op- 
portunities for evasion of the law takes ad- 
Vantage of his privileges he is thrice as 
culpable as the ordinary citizen, since he is 
not only breaking the law, but abusing a 
special trust. And violation of such a trust 
is an offense against human principles de- 
serving of full punishment. | 

Prohibition is the law of the land and 
the Volstead Act provides for its strict en- 
forcement. Whether one approves of pro- 
hibition is not the point. Every citizen 
with a spark of consideration for the honor 
of his country must appreciate the necessity 
for honorable co-operation if our govern- 
ment is to avoid the ridicule of the world. 
There can be no half-measures. Any repu- 
table citizen who compromises with his con- 
science on this matter, regards the law as 
a joke to be held in private contempt and 
connives in its evasion is as much a men- 
ace to this country’s honor and safety, pres- 
tige and power as the reddest rebel extant. 

This country is ruled by majority vote 
and its basic strength depends upon respect 
and adherence to majority decisions and 
law enforcement. No bouse can stand that 
is divided against, itself, and the present 
wholesale violations of the prohibition 


-amendment create acondition that may well 


become disastrous. When it is possible to 
evade one law all laws become insecure. 
Hence at this tima it is the supreme duty 
of all responsible and patriotic citizens to 
honestly co-operate in the enforcement of 
the Volstead Act, no matter what their pri 
vate opinion of that act, no matter what 
sacrifices, if sacrifices they are, may be 
entailed. It is not a sacrifice to freakish 
opinion, it is not even a sacrifice of per 
sonal liberty, since our much-boasted Iib- 
erty can have no veritable standing with- 
out the majesty of the law to enforce equal- 
ity of justice. Any sacrifices under the 
Volstead Act are sacrifices on behalf of the 
credit and standing of our own country, its 
government, laws and national honor. If 
sacred amendments to our Constitution may 
be ridiculed, cHested, evaded, scorned with 
impunity the foundations of our govern- 
ment are built upon sand and cannot en- 
dure. 


The fact that California voted down the 
Harris Act, by which evéry State official 
would be legally required to participate in 
enforcing the Volstead Act directly, makes 
our responsibility the greater. We have 
not thereby repudiated the Constitution, 
but rather implied our ability and prefer- 
ence to abide by the national law without 
additional supervision. Our honor te the 
more deeply involved without the Harris 
Act than with t and it remains for us to 
prove, as a righteous State, that excep- 
tional methods are unnecessary to invoke 
our loyalty. If we now break faith with 
the Constitution of our country our shame 
must be the greater. 


Citizens of California, the thing appeals 
to you individually and collectively to ree- 
ognize your special] and particular respon- 
sibility in this crisis. Prohibition may be 
a rabid innovation, a tremendous expert- 
ment, an entirely new application of Fed- 
era] supremacy; it may entail new efforts 
of self-control and self-denial, a new form 
of patriotism, but it is a part of the Con- 
stitution of these beloved United States to 
which every citizen owes a debt of honor, 
of affection, of service and of reverence 
that no personal taste or comfort should 
ever be allowed to belittle or modify. 

Which of us would willingly sell our coun- 
try’s honor for a drink of whisky? Who 
among us would wish to profit by his coun- 
try’s dishonor? Yet evasion and cheating 
of the Volstead Act amounts to just that, 
no matter how one seeks to justify his 
conscience. Trifling as each small viola- 
tion may appear to us severally, our collec- 
tive repudiation of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment is plain national treachery. 

Friends, citizens, countrymen, uphold the 
Constitution and defend ft as you would 
your lives. That way, and that way only, 
lies honor. 


WOBBLY POLICY. 


“ver since the armistice was signed 


the British government has been running 
with a swaying and jerking motion that 
gives an unmistakable impression of insta- 
bility. Lloyd George and his ministers 
seem to have acquired a habit of giving 
ground when hard pressed and their govern- 
ment rests on a system of balances and 
compromises. The Rock of Gibraltar no 
longer symbolizes the British Parliament, 
which is now weak where it once was 
strongest. If Palmerston and Wellington 
were to return it would be for them a sorry 
awakening. 

Viewing the record from a distance it is 
not surprising that the French Foreign Of- 
fice frequently becomes disgusted with the 
foreign policy of the Lloyd George govern- 
ment. When the Poles were apparently 
about to lose their capital city Lloyd George 
said, in the course of an address to Parlia- 
ment, that the Russian government was 
within its rights in invading Polish terri- 
tory. that the Poles had opened hostilities 
and must make peace the best they cold. 
A trade agreement with the soviet govern. 
ment was prepared and ready for presenta- 
tion to Parliament when the Poles made 
their final stand, broke the soviet front and 
cleared their territory of the Reds. 

Several British ministers and statesmen

promptly censured: the Russians, congratu- 
lated the Poles and asserted that Great 
Britain would never, never enter into any 
economic or political agreements with the 
soviet government of Russia. France had 
taken this attitude ever since the soviets 
signed a dishonorable peace with Germany. 
Her opinion did not vary, Ie a weather 
vane, with the changing fortunes of the 
soviet armies. When the Bolsheviki were 
the strongest France wag the most uncom- 
promising. 

President Wilson had assured Great Brit- 
ain, France and Italy that this country 
would support them by making no trade 
nor political agreement with Russia. He 
said that a resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions was impossible until a government 


truly representative of the Russian people 


was established, that no self-respecting na- 
tion could sign a contract with a govern- 
ment that boasted of breaking its pledges. 
That was three months ago. British, French 
and Italian statesmen joined in indorsing 
that policy. But the information now comes 
from Washington that the British govern- 
ment has suddenly changed its policy and 
bas entered into a trade agreement with 
Russia that is tantamount to a recognition 
of the de facto soviet government. 

This agreement was brought forth by 
Russia as soon as the Wrangel forces in 
the Crimea were beaten. Great Britain was 
asked to sign on a dotted line and was 
coolly informed that a refusal would be 
followed by soviet attacks upon the British 


_ possessions in Asia. Apparently without 


consulting any of her late associates the 
British government signed this agreement. 


It is a compromse with the soviets that 


may bring temporary repose io the British 
dominions; but it is a repose purchased at 
a price that few independent governments 
would care to pay. 

France has declined to follow Britain's 
lead. She will not have any official rela- 


tions with Russia until the crimes of the 


soviets against humanity have been expl- 
ated and until there is a renewed pledge 
on the part of the soviets to repay the loan 
made by the French people to the former 
Russian government. 

Intimation has come from Washington 
that this sudden weakening on the part of 
the British government will not cause any 
change in the American policy towards Rus- 
sia. Italy may follow the lead of Great 
Britain, but France and the United States 
will stand firm. Trade agreements are de- 
sirable; but national honor is of more worth 
to the French and the American people than 
international trade. 

American correspondents cable from Lon- 
don that the result of the recent coal strike 
was a victory for the miners. They dic- 
tated to the British government the wages 
which they should receive. When the gov- 
ernment hesitated the miners called a gen- 
eral strike and other unions threatened to 
go on a sympathetic strike. it was a blunt 
threat to freeze and starve the people of 
Great Britain into permitting the labor 
unions to dictate by violence the British 
policy. 

When the Lloyd George government set- 
tled that strike by yielding to threats of 
force on the part of the miners it simply 
prepared the ground for a new and still 
more brutal threat on the part of the labor 
unions. Every time the government grants 
their demands the labor-unionisis become 
more insatiate. A government that sur- 
renders to threats of force gives up the 
right to resist in the future. Temporary 
security purchased at such a pri is dearly 
bought. 


If the Lloyd George coalition would make 


a direct appeal to the people of Great Brit- 
ain as a whole it would find that the labor 
unions are not nearly so strong as they 
appear to be. The temper of Great Britain 
is conservative. Public opinion would sup 
port the government in a firm stand against 
the radical elements in the unions. The 
present government continues to “muddle 


through,” but it is making no preparation 


for the future. It lacks u personality like 
that of Theodore Roosevelt. Lloyd George 
is an astiite politician. a clever manipula- 
tor, a finished diplomat; but he seems ito 
lack the power of unflinching resistan 

when facing a real crisis. A pels tc 
government is certain, sooner or later, to 
compromise the country it represents. 


ERILS OF THE HOMF. 

The former king of the New York hand- 
bookers and once proprietor of thirty-six 
gambling houses in Gotham is now one of 
Billy Sunday’s associate evangelists. After 
more than twenty years of dallying with 
the pasteboards and the betting ring he has 
crossed over to the Lord's side and is now 
plucking the brands from the burning. He 
was one of the interesting speakers at the 
Laymen’s Evangelical Conference. He de- 
livers his message in the blunt Billy Sun- 
day manner and knows all abeut hell 
through having run a dozen or so of them 
himself. He declares that all the police- 
men in the world couldn't suppress gam- 
bling. He says: 


“The fault doesn't lle with the under 
world. The underworld is a result. The 
fault lies with the homes—with the home 
life of church members. There’s where the 
recruits for the city’s hellholeg are pre- 
pared. During the twenty years I was in 


t fame th all men 
ake women who filed my houses ve bet 


themselves into rum were the product of 
the homes where card playing was encour- 
aged. It's across the friendly poker table 
or in the bridge game that Satan puts his 
fiery brand on the young men and women 
of America. It’s in the so-called Christian 
homes that the gambling fever,begins. The 
underworld isn't trying to drag innocents 
down. It doesn’t have to. The homes are 
turning out more recruits than they can 
possibly handle. They can’t be chased back 
with an ax. They've been given their edu- 
cation by their parents. They've got their 
worldly wisdom at the dances, card parties 
and other social diversions which feature 
modern social life. There is nothing in 
the underworld Ahat can furnish them any 
surprisés and they are more likely to start 
a redder one of their own.” 


This reformed gambler is very emphatic 
in his assertion that the American home is 
not doing its duty by the rising generation. 
Through its carelessness or positively cerim- 
mal encouragement ft is creating a class 
who have no purpose in life save the satis- 
faction of their own feverish passions. 


When a gambler throws away his tools 
and turns to the light it is quite the usual 
thing for him to give the American home 
a slam for not providing the right thing in 
the way of an education which should keep 
the feet of the young in the right path. 


But a little criticism of the American 
home will do no harm. The number of 
mothers who do not know where their sons 
and daughters are is very large. The num- 
ber of those who do not give a whoop is 
almost as great. 

After a while the reformed rakes will be 
telling us that home is no place for a re 
spectable gir. 


NE-SIDED ARGUMENT. 

Organized labor wants to have a hear- 
ing with the manufacturers of America on 
a get-together program. If there are dif- 
ferences they wish a harmonious adjust- 
ment—at least it is so reported from New 
York labor-union leaders. Labor, however, 
wants to start out with two emphatic reser- 
vations: First, there shall be no reduction 
in the present scale of wages, and in the 
second place there shall be no recognition 
of the open shop. The laborites have been 
soldiering on the job until price costs have 
upset the business of the country, and now 
that a general shut-down is imminent they 
want to know what is to be done. But 
first they must have their jobs and their 
high wages and demand that no nonunion 
man snall be recognized. They forget that 
their own selfishness and incompetency 
have made the open shop the paramount 
issue between the employer and the em- 
ploved and that it is capable of substantial 
proof in any community that the independ- 
ent workman is better off financially, so- 
cially and morally than the union member. 
It was shown that the workers in one unfon 
who were receiving wages of $40 a week 
had to pay $10 a week as graft to the lead- 
ers of their union. It appears also that 
about all the unions in the building trades 
in New York are for blackmail purposes 
only, and that many a workman had to quit 
his job and lose his pay in order that some 
business agent or labor-union leech could 
show his ability to levy blackmail. In any

Possible Governor May Call 
Election in January. 


Expect to Hold Candidates’

Much Citrus Fruit Expected to 
Go by Canal Soon, 


Run via Panama, 


A new record for shipment of 
walnuts and wool through Los Ange- 


departure of two steamers for the 
Atlantic Coast with heavy cargoes. 
The steamer Pleiades of the Lucken- 
back Line took nearly 1000 tons at 
this port to complete her cargo and 


eral hundred tons here. The 
Pleiades will discharge at New York 
and Philadelphia and the Lehigh at 
Boston. 

This is the first season that the 
Walnut growers have utilized the 
Panama Canal route to any great 
extent, but the bulk of thie year’s 
crop for the Atlantic seaboard is 
now moving by water. 

The eastern railroads, since the 
increase in rates, find it more profit- 
able to haul western commodities 
back from the Atlantic Coast to 
interior points of consumption at 
full local tariffs than to divide with 
western roads the lower propor- 
tional of the through rate neces- 
sary to meet the steamer rate. 

Before another crop is ready to 
ship, it is expected that the same 
conditions will also drive a large 
part of the citrus fruits to the water 
route. 

Steamship men are now getting 
estimates on refrigeration plants 
for the vessels On the run between 
Atlantic and Pacific ports, with a 
view to handling an enormous ton- 
nage of citrus fruits and early 
Vegetables by water. The steam- 
ers make the run from here to 
New York in eighteen days, taster 
— * much of freight is moved by 


The steamer Eastern Sailor ar- 
rived yesterday from Alexandria, 
Egypt, en route to San Francisco. 
She is the first to arrive here on the 
direct run via Panama and culled 
for fuel and stores only. The steam- 
er is under charter to Williams, Di- 
mond & Co., and has a light 
cargo.

A BACHELOR'S EPIC. 
DE shine DARING 
IN ITS CLEVER WHIMSY.

If you are afflicted with the tor- 
tures of ennui, if you feel the need 
for a change from the humdrum of 
conventionality, in you want a re- 
freshing excursion into bright realm 


of love and laughter, by all means 
go to see “Conrad in Quest of His 
Youth,” this week at Grauman’s 
Theater. it is one of those de- 
lectably daring fantasies of life and 
Us regrets, its doubts and its 
gayeties, that are rare on any 
sercen, stage or in Ikerature. 

-rhaps you remember the 
novel of Leonard Merrick, the En- 
glish writer. Myself. I know 1 shall 
never forget it. William De Mille. 
the director, has captured the spirit 
of the original, broadened it a little 
for the American audience, perhaps, 
but nevertheiesg retained its light 
whimsical charm—a charm which 
constantly ensnares and intrigues 
staid conventions. 

The key to the theme is to be 
found in a quotation of Merrick’s 
own coining— A man's greatest re- 
Frets are not for his sing but for 
hig stupidities. In so far as this con- 
— Conrad, the most serene of 
hia stupidities is that he takes him 
‘self too seriously. Next to this in 
merit comes, perhaps, the tneident 
in the picture—copled directly from 


ihe story——-where he fails to keep 
the clandestine appointment with 
the lady—-in his own apartment, too 
because he went to sleep. 

That ts the crisis in Conrad's re- 
generation, however, because he 
finds out that you can't go on be- 


be young. “Let the dead past bury 
its dead” never had a truer em- 
phasis than as it might be applied 
‘to the forgotten flames of our 
bachelor hero, when at the danger- 
ous age of 35 he gets a sudden no- 
tion he wants to behold again his 
former sweethearts To put your- 
self in his place just recall your own 
chance meetings with some of your 
fair queens or handsome knights of 
‘yesterday and think how they look 
today. 

No one asks you to take Conrad 
and his quest seriously—but you 
will for the time being, and you will 
laugh at his adventures and be 
sorry for his regrets, and that is all 
that is necessary, because this is a 
play of highly colored life and not 
of sober existence. 

Thomas Meighan is the bachelor 
‘In search of adventure. His subtlety 
in the part is not as intriguing as 
might be, but his portrayal is well 
executed if not perfectly 
lighted. Kathlyn Williams does one 
of the best pieces of acting in the 
picture, where she visits the hero's 
apartment.
